Chinese Speaker’s Forecast. 
London, February 19. 

The special Air Conference at the Guildball concludad with the 
passing of a resolution calling upon the Government immediately to 
consider the foundation of an air mail throughout the Empire. All 
the speakers previously bad emphasised tha failure of commercial 
flying. and a number urged the Government to support civil aviation. 

Lord Gorell, Under Secretary to the Air Department, an- 
nouncec the formation of a# Civil Aviation Advisory Board to con- 
sider the practicability ofan Imporial air mail service. 

Mr. Chu (the Chinese Charge d’Affaires) contributed to the dis- 
cussions in an interesting way. He foreshadowed the extensive 
development of sir mails ia China, as circumventing the lack of 
railways and the sbifting river beds. He instanced the Pekin-Tsinan 
service, which is shortly being extanded to Shanghai, and declared 
that Chins was equally interested in the extension of external 
services. for improving communications with the outside world, 
which generally were painfully tardy, to the detriment of the coun- 
try's trade. : .

Mr. Chu welcomed the London-Parisservice ass beginning in 
shortening Anglo-Chinese mail exchanges, and opined that the time 
was bound to come when this would be extended to the greater part 
ofthe journey to the East. .Hepromised that by that time China’s 
air post would cover the whole ofthe country. .

Nearly al} factories which 
were completely paralyzed during 
the war have resumed operation, 
and. sccording te him, it will not 
be long until Germany is on = 
sound economic basis which will 
enable herto pay the tax imposed 
upon ber by the allies. 

Dr. Neamaon said that all di- 
plomatic relations of the German 
government were re-established 
on Dececsber 31, 1921.

| Declaration of Former U. S. 
Minister. 


The following statement has 

been issued by Dr. Paul Reinsch, 
fornerly U. &. Misister -to 
Peking:— 
' T know with what. hope and exr- 
pectation the Chinesa f »ole 
Jooked forward to tha Wasudg-: 
ton Conference. You had been 
deeply disappointed at Paris and 
discouraged because you beliaved 
that the public opinion of the 
. world had failed to make itself 
felt aud had failed to secure 
jastice for China. 

When the Washington Con- 
ference was called you hoped 
that now the time had come when 
the great wrong ight bo re- 
drgssed. You thz_mbt of the long 
pgign of threateay% force and 

trigue through wt you had 
been gradually dey.. &d of im- 
portant rights. You rémembered 
how. the mailed fist had been 
‘shaken at yourGovernment when 
the. Tweaty-one Domands wera 
made. You remembered all this 
and you believed that.the nations 
of the world would not uphold or 
- countenance any claima for rights 
desed on such‘action. You fiemly 
believed that the vital rights of & 
hation could not be transferred in 
atich.® manner in this age of 
“public opinion, oy 

* Your.appeal-was made to’ the 
public opinioa of the word. Bat 
the Weshington Conference whilo 
fafluenced by public opinion, was 
not organised. as a court—a 
tribunal before which evil doera 
might bs summoned. It was 
ather a mecting of the great 
Powers in which to ascartain 
how fer they could act in com- 
‘toon. It is co-operation that is 

ght there, “Groat politeness 
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and consideration has to be 
observed and no action can be 
taken voless all are agreed. 

Unfortunately some of the 
Powers came to Washington 
without having their hands free 
in Far Eastera matters. They 
had made promises which had 
been written into the Treaty of 
Vorsailles. These defective 
stones could not be torn out of 
the wall without, in the opinion 
of some nations, endangering the 
eutire edifice. France would have 
protested: other Powers would 
have followed, fearing to unsettle 
everything in Europe. Thus the 
Chinese calls for justice were con- 
fronted by the same arrangemants 
which had already been encoun- 
tered at Paris. 

This fact limited the possibility 
oftaking up questions of pure 
justi, n their own merits. The 
Unité." Setes Government, how- 
over, desired that notwithstanding 
these obstacles the situation in 
China should be put on « sound 
and just basis. So those who 
were well disposed to Ching and 
who soughi justice could at least 
make a beginning fn assuring 
and . restoring the rights to 
China which ‘are essential to 
her national life. a 

Thatwas a great aim. The 
discussions in the Conference 
made the public of America and: 
of Europe tar more familiar with 
the needs of Chine and with the 
justice underlying her demands 
and proposals. ,A ‘strong pablic 
opinion has been generated which 
will work favourably to China 
from now on, The beginning of 
restoration of tights may impress 
us ag small, but ft is-in the right 
direction. China ‘is. given the 
opportunity through ordering 
her internal" affairs, to win the 
confidenot of the world morse and 
more.” The public opinion among 
the nations will nob tolerate tha 
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usaon the part of anybody of 
forcible measures in order to 
dominate the action of ‘the 
Chinese people or to secure from 
our government claims and 

meeasions. "So you may 
rest assured thst whatever you 
accomplish by building your na- 
tional unity, by holding your 
government responsible for the 
true interests of tha country, and 
by seeing to it that representative 
and able men are selected to form 
the government, that all this will 
be watched with satisfaction by 
the people of. America and of 
other friendly nations. You will 
be permitted to work out your 
own destiny, ,with the goodwill 
of the peoples of the world.

At many 
societies practice ahooting is only 
carried on at distances of sixty 
and eighty yards, whereas at the 
Royal Toxophilite Society a 
member can practice the York 
Round, ie. the two distances 
mentioned and 100 yards. At 
the Grand National Competition 
men have to shoot the National 
York Round—six dozen arrows 
at 100 yards, four dozen at 80, 
and two dozen at 60 yards. 

The Royal Toxophilite Society 
was foaoded in 178L by Sir 
Asbton Laver, who lived in’ Lei- 
cester House, where the square 
of that name now stands.

. THE WORLD'S OIL RESOURCES. 


“The progress of oil as a propellant in shipping and in 
general industry has been a frequent subject of comment 
im recent months. A Lloyd's Register of Shipping report 
disclosed that during the period. reviewed more ow than 
coal vessels were constructed in Britain. Oil-driven 
machinery in factories also made headway, in consequence 
of the coal strike. Apparently the adoption of oil for the 
latter purpose did not proceed to any large extent after 
the coal situation had improved. . A number of considera- 
tions, financial -and-technical, stand in the way of whole- 
Driving costs, 
indeed, according to nearly all the figures’ that have met 

our eye, are perceptibly lower in the case of oil, for which 
other advantages als> are claimed. Advocates of o1] have 
perhaps stressed these tothe omission of contra factors, 
including durability of oil machinery and the question of 
‘availability of regular oil supplies, as to which latter 
opinion appears to differ very considerably. Apart from 
these constderations, there is the heavy capital cost involved 
in changiug from one form to the other, except in the case 
of new undertakings or of renewals. " 
Broadly. the position is that coal still holds the field 
by an overwhelming perceatige, but that oil has asserted 
itself to a point that readers it a potential competitor, 
though for the reasons indicated. and perhaps for a 
“number of others that-may suggest themselves to technical 
minds, the process of caange is likely to be relatively 
gradual—at least 1t is unlikely to come all of a 
lump.

This is reassuring as 
foras it goes, hut dees the fact of such an authority: being 
only ableto express “belief” (not to state a fact) mean 
that no geological survey of oilfields on a comprehensive 
scale has been made ? se

NOTES & COMMENTS. 


Who Flew First ? non 

“We notice that the question as 
to who invented the first aaro- 
plane capable of sustained flight 
is being discussed by technical 
journals both in England and 
America. Itis admitted that in 
1903 the Wright brothors ‘and S. 
P. Langley, after some years of 
independent work, avproached at 
the same time tha final tests of 
their flying machines, Langley 
made two trials over the Potomac 
which completely failed. whilst 
one week after the second trial 
the Wrights succeedad at Kitty 
Hawk. .The question et issue, and 
isis one which has been before 
the Courts, for patent rights 
are involyed, is whether Lang- 
ley’s failure was attributable 
merelg to bad Isunching sp- 
paratus or whether it ‘sprang 
from'fundamental mechanical de- 
fects. In the December issue of the 
journal of the British Asronantic- 
al Society the view of Mr. Griffith 
Brewer that the Langley machine 
was incapable of snatained figat 
and the rebutting opinions of Dr. 
Walcott, Secratars of the Smith- 
sonian Tostitute, Dr. Zham, Mr. 
Glenn Curtissanc others are given 
atsome length. The controversy 
centres around trials of the Lang- 
ley machine made at Hammonds- 
port, New York, in June, 1914, 
the Ourtiss Aeroplane Company, 
defendants in actions for infringe- 
ment of the Wright patents, 
having volunteered to make a fall 
test of the Langley machine. Dr. 
Zham, who reported on the test 
for the Smithsonian Institute, 
declares that it was a marked 
success, whilst Mr. Brewer con- 
tends that essentis! changes were 
made in the machine before it 
successfully flew. It is admitted 
that some changes were made but 
it isnow said that these [were un- 
important. The controversy has 
adouble interest. It affects the 
measure of credit to ba divided be- 
twean the Wrights and Langley, 
and it affects patent rights. But 
it seams that the only way to 
terminate the dispute is to hold 
acother test, aoder auspices the 
impartiality- of which cannot be 
in any way questioned. 


Then and Now. 

The other dsy we weracasually 
glancing through the Hoaghong 
Telegraph files of twenty-five 
years 2go when we encountered 
some Cansus figures for the years 
1891 and 1897. And in view of 
the recent statistics published of 
last year’s head-counting, these 
are particularly interesting. The 
total population of the Colony in 
1891 was only 217,273, but in 
1997 it bad risen to 236,382. The 
latest figures (those for last year) 
place tbe total of all nation- 
alities at 625,166. We have not 
the non-Chinese figures for 1891 
beside ts, but for 1897 the totat 
was 7,992; the latest returns 
give this secton of the community 
as numbering 12,855—quite a 
considerable increase. Put it is 
in relation to Kowloon that the 
growth of the population is most 
noticeable. In 1898. the Chinese 
in Kowloon numbarad 26,297; 
last year the Cansus showed that 
the total bed risan to 120,262. 
And whilst there were only 444 
noa-Chinese in Kowloon 24 years 
ago, by 1921 the number bad 
grown to 4,186. These are 
eloquent figures of the steady 
growth of the Colony. and of 
Kowloon inparticular. Itisonly 
by comparing statistics such as 
theso that those of ui who are 
roero "birds of passage” get some 
idea of bow the Colony is -ex- 
panding in population and ic 
importance,

Students in Teens not to Vote. 


The Philippine Senate at ita 
seasion on the 2ad. inst. accepted 
the recommendation of the con- 
ference committees in regard to 
three points in the election law 
over which the two Houses could 
not come to agreement, and pass- 
ed the bill. which now goes to the 
Lower House for confirmation. 
The recommend ‘ion, it is assur- 
ed will be ap,-oved and by 
to-morrow the bill will be resdy 
for the governor general's signa-

VANCOUVER. 


New Canadian Pacific Ocean 
Terminal. 


Residents of the Orient, long 
familiar with the port of Van- 
couver, will ba interested to learn 
that new developmonts are under 
way in respect to landing facil- 
ities at thet port for both pas- 
sengers and cargo. 

So mighty bave been the strides 
taken by Vancouver in its ship- 
ping that the splendid piers 
erected by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway only a faw years ego are 
ne longer adequate to the pres- 
sure put upon them by the great- 
ly increased ocean tonnage using 
the port and the Company are 
now engaged in building a new 
pier 1,200 feet long by 330° broad. 

The new pier, of coucrete con- 
struction, will carry twin two 
deck buildings oxtending its 
entire length. Between the 
buildings will be four, sets 
of reilway tracks, and ~Bé- 
tween the building and tho 
pier side two sets, thus ensuring 
rapid bandling of cargo in a 
thoroughly up-to-date manner. 
Freight trains will be-ran along- 
side and while loading or dis- 
charging directly info the: vessel 
similar operations willbe carried 
on overhead from the vessel om 
to the second floor or deck.
